Complaints were received about a lorry being parked on 
the outside of the perimeter road by Oatlands Avenue.

Complaints were received about traffic taking corners 
too sharply and thus cutting up grass. Please try and 
drive more carefully. 

Complaints were received about the state of the football 
pitch, which requires urgent cutting. Visiting teams do 
not like playing on it and it was pointed out that if the 
state of the pitch is not inijjroved, the P.A. may not 
allow play on it. 

We. were asked v/hat has happened to the 30mph signs we 
used to have and when the yellow lining at the edge of 
the village is to be done. The problem is that large 
lorries use the side of the road,as a lay-by, causing a 
traffic hazard after dark. 

,; e were asked v/hat has happened to the seat formerly 
at the back of 27 - 28 Ortlands Avenue. 

'"e were asked whether we could get anything done about 
members of the public v/alking along the perimeter road 
from Cambridge Consultants towards the shops. In the 
early evening the perimeter road is very busy and very 
dark along that stretch. If a person walks along that 
road towards the upper part of the village, it is 
difficult for oncoming traffic to see him/her. Pedes¬ 
trians have nowhere to go other than the road as the 
verges are .just nud. We were told of a couple of near ' 
misses. It was pointed out that now that warehousing 
has been developed on the outside of the perimeter road, 
the problem will increase. V'e were asked whether a foot- 
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path could be put in. It is realised that this is a 
long-torn idea but in the short-tern, perhaps an 
extra street light could be put an.

1977 should grow to be an important year in the history 
of Bar Hill. • > e shall pass through the psychological 
ten-year barrier, if not v/ith a sonic boon, at least 
with a good deal of festivity and merry-making that may 
indeed rival Concorde in its impressions on those affected. 
And rumour has it that the Royal Family will be joining 
in the celebrations, although they appear to have a 
different excuse.

As a nore concrete development, we shall see the . . 
opening of the nev/ Tesco store, which must make a 
major contribution to the independence of the village 
and its residents. Maybe then the slight omission from 
the shopping list of the sudden arrival of visitors 
will no longer leave us with the frustrating shortage 
of supplies that can't by remedied without a trip to 
Cambridge. Mho knows, maybe a few "outsiders" will 
come to shop here, and realise that Bar Hill is a real 
village with real people-, not just that place that 
always seems to occupy fifty per cent of the estate 
agent s' ad vo r tis me n t s. 

In the spring, the first houses will become available 
in the nev/ Appletrees development, continuing the 
expansion of the village. And it is here that a shadow 
of doubt creeps in. I am beginning to wonder whether 
Bar Hill is really developing into a worthwhile village 
community, or whether it is simply an expanding 
conglomeration of "dwelling units", growing like some 
red-brick hydra by putting out buds, each one a replica 
of what was there before. 

Let me explain myself. It became clear during the Open 
Evening held in November to discuss the Appletrees 
development that there was a distinct difference of 
opinion between the nev; .builders and the planning 
authorities over what sort of houses the village re cl 11* 
needed. The planners, it would seen, will not allow 
any large houses (4 bedrooms and up) to be built, at 
least on the Appletrees site. On the other hand, the 
developers would dearly like to build such houses, 
and believe that the village needs them. 

Since that meeting in November I have spoken to a 
number of people on the subject and the general opinion 
seems to be that there is a real need for larger houses. 
This is only natural. The village is ten years old and 
some of the residents have been here long enough since 
their first purchase of a small house to have grown 
larger families and larger incomes to the point where 
they wish to move into more spacious accommodation. 

And most important, a significant proportion of these 
people like Bar Hill, and would like to simply move 
to a larger house in the village. This is borne out 
by the fact that of those suitable houses that do come 
up for sale, many are taken by current residents. 

These families who have lived here for some time and 
like our village are vital to the future of Bar Hill. 
They provide the depth and stability which any mature 
community requires. If they are forced to move out to 
find the house they want we will be left with a shifting 
population of first-tine buyers who only move here 
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because the houses are cheap, and r.iove on as soon 
as finances allow. The type of resident will become 
limited and as a result so will the character of the 
community. This is the vicious circle that can turn 
our village into a mere housing estate. I think it 
is fair to say that rumours of such a reputation can 
be readily heard outside Bar Hill. 

So who are these dangerous planners who put a noose 
around the neck of our community development? Bar Hill, 
having sprung from bare fields, has a unique opportunity 
to guide its own future if we will gri}' the thorn. We 
have none of the constraints of history, convention or 
preservation of an older character. Our Parish Council 
and Residents' Association handle the day-to-day running 
of the village competently. But let us hear their voices 
and those of all our residents for the future of Bar 
Hill, as well as for the present. The planners can't 
be completely inflexible - even if they don't have to 
live here.

However, I do take exception to Mr. Mitchell's sarcastic 
comment that the "code isn't difficult to break" etc., 
as the article was submitted to me for typing unsigned, 
and the initials were only added at my personal 
insistence, to avoid the mistaken impression that this 
Committee .would publish a bona fide annonymous letter. 

As for that smug explanation about "certain similarities 
of style"., may I just say that one graduate villager 
v/rote to me believing that the; article was a genuine 
annonymous letter, and another Committee member was 
under the impression that the front page is always 
written by Mr. Mitchell, when it is in fact always 
written by me (unsigned, after careful consultation 
with the Committee- last year on that point). 

When it comes to Mr. Mitchell's highly personal "attack", 
I feel he is not qualified to instruct me in journalism, 
although the newspaper editor who formerly employed me 


always declared himself satisfied with rny work and 
approach to it.

LOOKING BACK OVEN THE MINUTES. 


I have spent a fascinating weekend rummaging through 
the archives of the* BHRA minutes, kindly lent to me 
by Mary Ingram, the present Secretary. It was so 
interesting that I must severely limit this article 
to ny personal impressions gained fron the minutes 
of meetings hold between 20.10.67 and 20.12.68. 

The BHRA was formed as a result of a resolution passed 
at an inaugural meeting held on 20.10.67. The ten 
Committee members all lived in either Gladeside or 
Acorn Avenue. 

In the minutes of the first Committee meeting, held 
on 10.11.67, an item appears under Any Other Business, 
"Concern was expressed *.s to unsightly garden structures." 
The Garden Shed Debate seems to have been a burning 
issue in those early days, and at a general meeting 
held on 26.1.68 and attended by 52 members, a motion 
that "No garden sheds be erected until this Association 
is suitably represented on the Village Trust" was 
defeated by 21 votes to 20, although at a meeting held 
on 8.3.68, "after considerable discussion", it was 
resolved to recommend to the Developers that garden 
sheds be constructed to a uniform specification and 
that there should be restrictions on the* construction 

greenhouses. The minutes of 19*4.68 report no response 
from the developers, as do the minutes of 24.5.68, v/hich 
is the last mention of the matter! 

Unhappily, these early minutes show a picture of 
sometimes strained relationships with the developers 
of the village, the first indication being shown by the 
Secretary's report on 12.1.68 that he had made "firm 
requests for positive answers on a number of matters 
raised with the Developers." The Secretary's report of 
5.7.68 cries, "It is a relief to have the cloak and 
dagger business of the transfer of Cubitt's interest 
to the Ideal Building Corporation made public. There 
will be an early opportunity to remind the new developers 
of the unanswered questions we have asked." Hopefully, 
those days of uncertainty and stress are behind us now. 


There are countless other patterns and trends apparent 
from the archives, and they would merit the study of 
a local history society. But one fact emerges very 
strongly, and that is the /'rent quantity and quality 
of the work undertaken by the BHRA right from those 
formative meetings. The Association did much valuable 
work on important natters of services and anenetiee 
and numerous matters of community concern. 

I myself have only served on the BHRA Committee for 
a few months, so I feci it fitting that I should thank 
the past and other present BHRA Committee and general 
members for all the hard work they put into our Village 
community, the benefits of which we enjoy today. 

Hay I conclude- with the words of the founder Committee, 
as reported in the minutes of the Annual General 
Meeting of 15.11.68: "Pounder members present at the 
Inaugural meeting of the Association will recall doubt 
expressed concerning the long-term need for a Residents 
Association. The Committee are convincedthat the 
Association’s efforts have secured much of great value 
to the Village, and it is accepted as a consultative 
body on natters of general, individual member and 
sectional concern. They are certain that the need will 
remain and grow for a representative body independant 
of the (Village) Trust, which v/ill replace and function 
much as do the Developers: the Parish Council’s duties 
and powers are limited by statute. The Trust, an 
.ssociation, and the Parish Council will be comple¬ 
mentary to each other and each will have an important 
function."

'Vhilst at work, I receive many warnings .about-dangerous 
equipment direct from the Department of Health. Recently 
I received one which may concern some of the electrical 
installations in the houses at Bar Hill# 

The hazard warning refers to 13 amp electrical sockets 
made by a company called "VELOX", which is the make 
which is installed in the Pheasant Rise area. 

The problem with these sockets is that the Earth can 
become faulty and hence leave a piece cf electrical 
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apparatus with no Earth protection. This could mean, 
say, a washing nine hi no becomes faulty and the chassis 
becomes live, with no Earth the machine would probably 
run as normal, but all the metalwork will be at 240V 
potential, 'hen the housewife turns on the tap with 
one hand and is just touching the machine, she could 
be killed by the shock. 

The sockets were made between October 1973 and July 
1974, say the manufacturers, but t am inclined to 
suspect then all and suggest that all the sockets be 
tested. I test all of then in ny house,, with an Earth 
Loop Inpeclence Tester and found very good readings 
(0.6 ohms). A competent electrician could carry out 
this, test quite easily with this instrument, but I 
do not recommend that anybody tests them with a lead 
and light bulb. If several house owners were to club 
together, I would say that an electrician could do it 
for about a pound a house. 

If any more detail or help is required, I shall be 
happy to oblige.
